During the past year many thousand 
acres have been located in the Pouce 
Coupe country, the majority of the 
land being held by the B. C. govern- 
ment. Several parties have gone from 
Edmonton, for the purpose of locating 
large tracts of the land. It is expect- 
ed that a big rush will follow the open- 
ing of the Peace river block. 

Mr. McFarlane, the man who is to 
survey the twelve townships, is the 
surveyor who laid out thirty townships 
in the Grande Prairie during the past 
two summers, 


WEEK'S RECEIPTS

MCKAY COMPANIES ISSUE 
THEIR ANNUAL STATEMENT 


Two New Cables Have Beon Installod 
During the Past Yoar—Pass Sys- 
tom Has Boon Abolishod—Legisla-~ 
tlon Agalnst Discrimination. 


New York, Feb. 16.—The annual re- 
port of the MacKay companies was is- 
sued this afternoon, It states that new 
trans-continental lies have been com- 
pleted by construction from Reno, Ne- 
vada, to Salt Lake City, Utah, and by 
construction from Seattle to Spokane, 
Washington. These lines enable the 
Postal Telegraph company to give the 
best of service between the Pacitile 
coast and the east. The heavy copper 
wires on these lines were transposed 
when erected so that they are now 
used. for telegraphing and telephoning 
simultaneously, 

In the ocean systems, new additional 
submarine cable has been laid from 
Waterville, Ireland, to Weston, Eng- 
land, with underground connection to 
London. 

The eastern ends of the commercial 
cable company’s cables from America 
to Europe have been replaced by new 
heavy cables, to withstand the action 
of the fishing trawlers off the Irish 
coast, and a long section of the cable 
from Waterville to Havre, France, has 
also been renewed. 

The replaced cable, in both cases, 
has been in use over a quarter of a 
century. On the Jand line system, the 
night letter has been in force for some 
eleven months. Much of the day busi- 
ness has passed into night letter, not- 
ably over one half of that to and from 
the entire Pacifle coast.

BUILDING A LINE 
TO FORT MCMURRAY 


Froight Which Should Pass Through 
Edmonton Will go East When 
C.N.R. Battleford Branch 
is Completed. 


Within a very few months from the 
day, last December, when the legis- 
lature passed the bill which meant the 
abandonment of the construction of a 
road from Edmonton to Fort McMur- 
ray, the Canadian Northern will in all 
probability be awarding contracts for a 
further streteh of 100 miles on the line 
with which they will tap the Athabas- 
ea country, the line which will when 
completed and in operation, divert the 
{rade from the north country eastward. 

That the Canadian Northern's inten- 
tion is to rush this line into the Atha- 
basea country, to completion, is with- 
out doubt. Chas. J. Merry, the new 
head of the Cowan Construction com- 
pany, Who is in the city at present, 
and who built 50 miles of the Atha- 
hasca line last year, from Battleford 
northwest, says that it-is likely that 
some considerable work will be done 
on the extension Of>the road this year. 

Speaking ‘to a Capital reporter yes- 
terday, he stated that no contracts had 
yet been awarded on the line, but that 
they would probably be given shortly. 

When this line is completed from

GASOLINE LAUNCH FOR

The big boat, which 
consumes two gallons of gasoline every 
hour, was brought from the Pacifle 
coast where the G. T. P. contractors at 
Prince Rupert used it on the rivers. 

Fifteen carloads of. supplies were 
also shipped: west yesterday, for the 
camps in the mountains. Freighting of 
supplies west of the steel head is now 
brisk, and will continue till about 
March 3{st. 

J. W. Stewart, of the firm of 
Foley, Welsh and Stewart, who has 
been west looking over the work in the 
mountains, is expected to return to the 
city tomorrow.

Mounted Police Are Hot on the Trall 
of Japaneso Who is Believed 
to be Taber Murderer.

Taber, Alta., Feb. {6.—At the in- 
quest yesterday afternoon the chief 
Witness was Joe Wing, the Chinaman 
who first notifled the authorities that 
murder had been eommitteed. He had 
heard shots and then remained in the 
house for an hour, being frightened, 
before he notifled the neighbors. The 
murdered man and woman had been 
practising with a 22% revolver the day 
before. The murder was committed 
with a weapon of 388 calibre. The de- 
ceased owed him sixty dollars for act- 
ing as cook for two months. He had 
never had any trouble with either of 
the murdered parties. Horace South- 
worth, of the Pioneer livery, testified 
that on the day of the murder he drove 
two men to the house, They saw 
Babe Adams near the river, He did 
not see anything of Erskine, Deceased 
woman was sober when they left: and 
during their stay in the house had 
stated that she was afraid of Yashama- 
to, the Jap. 

Dr. Hamman, the physieian in at- 
tendanece testified as to the nature of 
the wounds. The woman had six bul- 
let holes in her body either of whieh

Congressman Declares American 


Arctic Club Seeks to Coax 
Congress to Action 


Washington, Feb. 16.—A bitter de- 
nuneciation of Captain Robert E. Peary 
as a “fake hero"; who by means of an 
impossible tale seeks recognition by 
congress “for alleged discovery" of 
the North Pole was given to the house 
of representatives today by Congress- 
man Macon, (Democrat, Arkansas) 
speaking in opposition to the bill re- 
ported by the committee on naval af- 
fairs retiring the explorer as a rear- 
vdmiral and granting him the thanks of 
fonzress, 

Macon's speech abounded in acri- 
monious eriticism and sarcasm, Ye 
prefaced his remarks by hot shot at 
newspaper editors who have made fun 
of his opposition to Peary. 

“There are many thousands of hu- 
man beings who think just as I do 
about this matter,” said Macon, “Be- 
eause | Wourw not accept the unsup- 
ported and unreasonable tale of Peary 
and allow great honors to be aeaped 
upon him without corroboration, some 
of the papers of the country, like the 
New York Times and the New York 
Post, that are edited by pea-eyed 
pin-headed and putrid tongued intin- 
itesimals, have been trying to persuade 
the public to believe that IT am alone 
in the position I have taken. But, 
sirs, if they could read the vast num- 
her of petitions, letters and newspaper 
clippings I have received from every 
quarter of nearly every state, the lit-

Kennel Club Takes Wise Step of Curtailing Authority of Poundmaster in Sale of 
Dogs Caught Estray—Edmonton Organization Will Champion Cause of 
Canine Against Undue Discrimination—Important Meeting Held 


Curtail the authority of the 
poundmaster of selling dogs at his 
pleasure and do away with any loop- 
hole whereby there can be any temp- 
tation tending to dishonesty in that 
offiee. 

This {6 a movement that was dis- 
cussed at Jength at the meeting of the 
Edmonton Kennel Club last night. So 
enthusiastis did the members become 
aver it that Chief of Police Lancey was 
called to-the meeting and was told the 
objects of the club in discussing this 
measure, It was pointed out that own- 
ers of dogs are entitled to protection 
for their animals and that this could 
not be assured unless there was co- 
operation on the part of the authori- 
ties. Chief Lancey. plainly made evi- 
dent that his sympathies were with 
the club members and the movement 
by requesting that his name be inscrib- 
ed on the membership roll. This was 
done and then the meeting became 


peacful, 

The strongest argument brought 
forth favoring the curtailment of the 
powers of the poundmaster was that 
present conditions were an incentive to 
dishonesty, although, it was particu- 
larly stated, no reflections were being 
cast on officials now at work. While 
nothing was being done at present that 
demanded revision, yet the action 
sought was for future ‘generations." 
It was shown that in certain instances, 
an abuse of power had been exercised 
and this was what had caused the 
rumpus among owners.
